A BINDING CONTRACT OF RAILROAD 


CORPORATIONS. 


The California Constitutional Con- 


vention, alter debiting tbe subject 
for twenty days, has come to a con- 
clusion concerning the railroad ques- 
tion, and by a very handsome ma- 
jority, has decided that the Central 
Pacific, with its branches, shall be 
as much a subject a* tha humblest 
citizen. We are not prepared to say 
that thn resalt obtained is just what 
onght to have been done; unquest- 
ionably it tha people elect the Com- 
missioners—fair men—and the cor 
poratiou does not uama them, the 
State will be benefited. The railroad 
ii'-tMs regulating in 
this 
State. 


Under tbe law it is allowed 10 cents 
per mile for passengers and 20 cents 
pur tun per mile for freight. This 
uidiiuiuoi is lived up to pretty close- 
ly, the average charge for pasenge'rs 
bring eight cents, au>l for freight 
over fifteen. It is un exorbitant tar 
lit, andshualdbe reduced ut least 
twenty-five pei cent, and we hope the 
coming Legislature will see tbat it 
is done. We append the section 
adopted by the California Convention 
as tinally perfected: 


Section 20.—Railroad Commission- 


ers shall be elected by the qualified 
voters of this State at the regular 
general elections, whose term ot olH -e 
snail \to six years: provided, that tbe 
three Commissioners elected ut the 
first election shall go out of office at 
the end of two \eurs, one at tbe end 
of four years and one at tbe end of 
six years, so tbat after the brst eleo 
tion one Commissioner shall be elec- 
ted at the geueial election every two 
years. They a ball not be interet>t->d in 
any railroade corporation or other 
transportation company as stockhold- 
er, creditor, agent, attorney or em 
i'loyt", und the net of a majority of 
said Commissioners shall be doemed 
the act of said Commissioners. Said 
Commissioners shall have power, and j 
it eball be ihtir duty to establish 
rates of charges for the transport* 
liou of passengers and freight by rail- 
road or other transportation coinpan- 
panies, publish the same from tuno to 
time, with HUoh changes as they may 
make; to examine tbe books, rec Tils 
and papers of all railroad and othor 
trtusportation companieH, and for 
this purpose they shall have procnss 
of the Courts to buar complaints 
against railroad and other transporta- 
tion companies; to send for persons 
and papers, administer oaths, take 
testimony and report cases of con- 
tempt to the Courts for their action, 
and enforce their decisions and cor 
rect abuses through tbe medium of 
tbe Coarta, and perform such other 
duties an may be prescribed by law; 
to report to the Governor an anally 
vheir proceedings and such other 
f icts as may bo deemed important. 
Nothing in this section shall prevent 
iLdividuals from maintaining actions 
against any such companies, provided 
the legislature shall have power to re- 
move one or more of said Commis 
siouera from oth'ce for dereliction of 
duty or corruption therein. 
And 


whenever from any case a vacancy in 
office shall occur in said Commission, 
the Governor shall till the same by 
the appointment of a qualified person 
there to, who shall hold office for the 
residue of the unexpired term, and 
nntil bis successor shall be elected 
aud qualified 
Said Commissioners 


oliall prescribe a nniform system of 
accounts, to be kept by all such cor 
porations and companies, and they 
shall keep their accounts according to 
such system. Any railroad cor, 0 alien 
or transportation company whiuli shall 
fail or refuse to such rates as shall 
be established by auid Commissioners 
or shall charge rates in excess there 
of, or shall fail to keep tbeir accounts 
in acoordande with the system pre-] 
scribed by the Commissioners, shall: 
be fined not exceeding 820,000 for 
each offense; ao<i every officer, agent 
or employe of any such company 
who shall demand or receive rate's i 
in excess thereof, or who shall in any j 
manner violate the provisions of this 
(lection, shall be fined not exceeding! 
85000, or be Imprisoned in tbe county i 
jail not exceeding one year. In all 
controversies, civil or criminal, the 
rates of freights and fares established 
by said Commissioners 
shall 
b« 


deemed prim* facie just and reason- 
able; and in any action against sncb 
corporation or company for damages 
unstained br charging excessive rates 
the t,,»iniitf. in addition to tbe actual 
damage, may, in the discretion of 
the Judge or jury, recover exem 
plary damages. 
The Legislature 


may in addition to any penalties here- 
in provided, enforce this article by 
forfeiture or otherwise, and may con 
fer such farther powers on the Com 
miuioners as shall be necessary to 
enable them to perform the duties 
imposed upon them in the the fore- 
going section.
